Pretty 
Legend 
of 
Ancient 
Britain 
That Is Often Repeated in Eng- 


land at Christmas T m e. 


It is one of the prettiest legend* of 
ancient 
Britain—the 
old 
Christmas 
story of the thorn 
of Glastonbury. 
William of Malmesbury, the chronicler, 
told it hundreds of years ago in hi* 
"Antiques of Glastonbury." 
It is re­ 
peated often at Christmas 
time 
iu 
England. 
The legend teils how Joseph of Arl- 
matliea, was so persecuted by Pontius 
Pilate, because lie had laid away the 
body of Christ In his sepulcher, that 
he fled to Gaul, carrying with him un­ 
der a cloth of mystical white samite, 
the Holy Grail. In Gaul lie found the 
Apostle Philip, preaching to the heath­ 
er., and lie rested with hint a few days. 
One night a radiant light awakened 
him. and an angel bade him go to 
Britain and preach the glad tidings to 
King Arvigatrus; and, where a Christ­ 
mas miracle ¡should come to pass, 
ti.ere to build a church.

There are about .‘H>o kinds of mi-tle 
tot* In ihe world, and each variety 
grows ©u the branches of trees and 
has little white or pink berries, »ay*- 
St. Nicholas. 
Hut the pink lorries 
are found on only the cedar trees. 1..* 
mistletoe, unlike other plant*, gets no 
food directly from the ground. 
In ­ 
stead, it gets its nourishment from the 
trees on which it grows. 
Another curious thing about the mis­ 
tletoe Is that though it hlos-oms earl 
ier in tlte year than the tree on which 
It grows, yet the little berries do not 
ripen before December. 
Maybe that 
i< because it has to steal its food from 
ihe trees, and therefore cannot ripen 
early. 
The 
very 
name 
“ mistletoe'' 
gives some Idea of ils insignili* »iM e. 
In the Anglo Saxon language “ mist" 
means gloom, and it comes in in d win 
ter. tlie gloomiest time of the year. 
The gathering of mistletoe was a 
very important ceremony 
among tin 
ancient tVruids. 
About five days after 
the new moon they inarched in slate 
ly procession to the forest and raised 
an altar of straw beneath Ihe finest 
mistletoe heni mg oak they con hi find. 
The arch-Druid would ascend the oak, 
and. with a Jeweled knife, remove the 
aacrcd mistletoe. 
The others stood h*> 
neath the tree and caught the plant 
upon a white cloth, for, if it portion 
of it touched the earth, it was an omen 
of misfortune to the land. 
And this Is doubtless the reason why 
It Is still tlie custom to bang It from 
¡he celling and why It is supposed to 
lose its charm If it touches the lloor.
